SEED TIME APPROACHES 


(H. G. L. Strange) 

Seeding time, almost before we 
realize it, will be upon us. Farmers 
will soon be thinking about the 
selection, cleaning and treating of 
seed. The very highest quality seed 
for the farmer to use is Registered 
or Certified sealed in the sack. 
Next to that something that is 
known to have been grown from 
Registered or Certified crops. In 
many districts there are farmers 
whose crops were tested by the 
“Crop Testing Plan” and whose 
samples were found to grade “A” 
which means they were equal in 
trueness-to-variety to 
seed, If the stocks which some} 
farmers have in their bins are equal 
to these samples and in almost all 
cases they are, then other farmers 
have a chance to buy quite high 
quality and relatively cheap seed 
from their neighbors who have 
“Crop Testing Plan’ "A" stock 

My own experience and obser: 
vation over many 
me to recommend most. strongls 
that all seed should be treated with 
mereurial dust. It improves germ 
ination, guards againest losses not 
only from smut but equally well 
from root rot diseases; ensures the 
stronest possible plant, and so the 


highest possible yield per acre and | very 


highest possible grade, A crop 
grown from seed treated 
mercurial dust usally, 
a day or so easier
